Adams County kept a date with 


history in the decade which closed 
Thursday midnight. Ironically, or 
prophetically, it began the ten- 
year span by recalling the first 
150 years of its history. 


When 1950 dawned there was 


little to indicate that historic 
Gettysburg was to add new luster 
to its name in the days that lay 
ahead. 


History itself marked the open- 


ing year of the decade so emphat- 
ically that it was voted the "best 
news story'" of the year. The 
Sesquicentennial of the county in 
pageant, story, book and display 
retold the days of the past during 
the sesqui year. 


Ike Linked Here 


There was one slight hint in 


1950 
that the county might be 


about to walk again in the lime- 
light. But even that was misinter- 
preted, for the decision of Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower, 
president 
of 


Columbia 
University. 
former 


commander-in-chief of the allied 
forces in Europe, to settle down 
here was expected to bring to 
the county an aura of history 
past — the retirement days of a 
man who had achieved greatness 
and came here to rest. 


Both Eisenhower and Adams 


County \\ere wrong in that esti- 
mate of a decade ago. 


January 1, 1951: The Gettysburg 


Times reported "General 
'Ike' 


Goes To Europe Instead .Of Mov- 
ing To His F~arm Here; Uncer- 
tainty Clouds Plans." 


The accompanying news story 


told how Eisenhower had pur- 
chased the Allen Redding farm in 
Cumberland Twp.. planning to 
move into it January 1, 1951. But 
the president of Columbia Univer- 
sity was called back to duty as 
General Eisenhower, to take over 
creation of the Army of Europe. 


One Answer Came 


The story noted that when the 


Eisenhowers were to settle down 
on the farm "is shrouded in uncer- 
tainty. The situation involves the 
creation of the Army of Europe, 
which General Eisenhower has 
been called to head; just how 
quickly that army can be created; 
how long it will be necessary for

Preparedness also brought back 


Civil Defense to Adams County, 
after a lapse of about five years. 
With the end of World War II in 
the mid 40s, the CD armbands 
and helmets went into mothballs 
and the county relaxed. With the 
beginning of the 1950s and the 
Korean 
War. Civil 
Defense 


resumed, grew ever more com- 
plex, continues undiminished into 
the 1960s. 


Center Plot Controversy 


The leading news story for 1951 


was based on the controversy that 
flared when the question was pro- 
posed: "Shall the center plot be re- 
moved from Lincoln Square or 
shall it be retained?" 


Bonneauville 
residents 
found 


1951 a year of many alarms. First 
came a wave of fires—including 
the Bonneauville Catholic School. 
A 14-year-old boy finally con- 
fessed to starting the blazes. 


But Bonneauville had an hour of 


greater peril when a truck carry- 
ing 22.000 pounds of TNT failed to 
negotiate a curve, ran off the 
highway, smashed down power 
poles and while most 
residents 


evacuated their homes, Bonneau- 
ville firemen succeeded in pre- 
venting sparks from broken wires 
from setting fire i-j gasoline that 
gushed from ripp- ] gas tanks in 
the overturned vehicle.

Top story of the year 
was "Mr. Lincoln Goes to Get- 
tysburg," a pageant, in which 
hundreds of countians joined Ray 
Middleton and other professionals 
in recreating Gettysburg as it 
was November 18 and 19. 1863, 
as part of the observance of the 
100th anniversary of the Western 
Maryland Railway. 


But the second best story of the 


year, as picked by the staff of 
The Gettysburg Times, was a visit 
to his farm by General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, a visit during 
which he played host to the mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion to the Republican National 
Convention. 
The visit marked 


Adams County's involvement in 
the series of events that led 
to the election of General Eisen- 
houer as President of the United 
States. Election of Dr. Walter C. 
Langsam as president of Gettys- 
burg college and the firemen's 
festival were other big stories of 
the jear. 


Signs Of Prosperity 


In 1953 State Police Corporal 


Jack Bartlett became Gettysburg's 
chief of police.

SAYRE, Pa. (AP)—A general 


alarm fire destroyed the main 
building of the Croft Lumber Co.

cars in 1959 that approximate in 
size the cars most were driving 
in 1950. 


The automobile brought great 


loss and terrible pain and suffer- 
ing and sorrow to the county 
as well as pleasure and mobility. 
Daring the ten years an estimated 
3.000 people were hurt by cars, 
2.687 in accidents investigated by 
state police and at least 400 more 
in accidents investigated by bor- 
ough police, plus hundreds of acci- 
dents which went unreported to 
any police officers. 


More than 185 funerals were 


held—for persons killed by the 
automobile in tiie decade. There 
were more than 3.359 accidents— 
that's the total im obligated by 
state police, not counting those 
unreported and those investigated 
by local police and in 10 years 
auto accidents in Adams County 
caused possibly $3.000.000 damage.

York Springs Methodist Charge 
One of the most absurd events 


happened in the Statler Hotel in 
Washington, D C, on a June 
day in 1951 Or that day the large 
lobby of the hoifl was covered by 
a lovely carpet—on a white back- 
ground there were huge gray 
ferns crossed by equally black 
ferns woven in a spectacular de- 
sign. 


On that day certain workmen 


appeared at the side entrance 
and said to a few guests standing 
nearby 
"Pardon us, would you 


kindly step aside while we ro'l 
up the carpet—we are sending it 
to the cleaners'" The guests 
obligingly stepped to one side and 
the whole width of the carpet was 
rolled up in business-like fashion 
as far as the next grotio of' 
guests 
They comp'ied with t^e 


polite request of the workmen 
Then rounding the corner they 
reached the main lobby where 
clerks, bell hops and guests ere- j 
ated a busier atmosphere 
But 
i 


even there the polite request re- 
ceived the same polite response: 
one of the hotel managers stepped 
aside to let the la^ge roll of car 
pet move across the floor toward 
the side door at which the men 
first entered 


No one minded the bare floors 


for a few days while they were 
waiting for the dry cleaners to 
finish their work But after three 
weeks had passed people began to 
wonder when the carpet would be 
replaced. Finally the 
manager 


spoke sharply to the head house- 
keeper about the matter She re- 
plied even more sharply that 
someone had gone over her head 
in ordering the work done at 
such a busy season of the year. 
And then the horrible truth began 
to dawn 
Nobody had authorized 


the cleaning of the carpet' It was 
a master job of theft by vhich 
the rug had literally been stolen 
from under their feet 


We are tempted to smile at such 


a ridiculous turn of events But 
in more ways than one we permit 
ourselves to be robbed in broad 
daylight 
Shakespeare observed 


"What a fool man is to put into 
his belly a thief to steal away 
his brain" He was speaking of 
the intemperate use of alcoholic 
liquors by which man permits 
himself to be robbed of his higher 
mental powers in his desire to 
satisfy a base desire of the flesh. 


The Apostle Perer counsels us 


"Be sober, be vigilant, because 
your adversary the devil, as a 
roaiing lion, walketh about seek- 
ing whom he may devour " This 
is a reminder that on every hand 
there are enemies of our souls 
which seek to destroy the best 
things in life. 


Christians must be on guard at
